Meeting at Berkeley next Tuesday 
the Board of Regents of the University 
of California will reconsider a previous 
separate the State 
Teachers’ College from the University of 
California at Los Angeles when the uni- 
versity proper is removed to its new site 
at Westwood. 

The matter is one fraught with great 
significance to the educational future 
not only of Southern California, but of 
the entire area which the university will 
serve. It is of consequent importance 
that every factor in the matter shall be 
given careful consideration and that its 
final disposition* shall be one to insure 
the maximum benefit to the university, 
the Teachers’ College and those who in 
the years to come shall receive their life 
training at these institutions. Once 
made and the preliminary steps of its 
execution taken, the 
practically irrevocable, save at great ex- 
pense. It is one, moreover, which can- 


on the new buildings at Westwood is 
already well advanced and if the Teach- 
ers’ College is to remain—as it now is— 
an integral part of the university, proper 
provision must be made for it in the 
physical equipment of the institution. 

An unprejudiced investigation of all 
phases of the question, made by The 
Times and its results published last Sun- 
day, show a wide divergence of opinion 
on the part of qualified experts.
